HISTORICAL QUESTION'S DIS- 


CUSSED. 


A year or two ago I had a youn^ boy 


in charge to educate. 
Wo studied to- 


gether so much as wo could, in tho line 
then pursued, lie in his way and I in 
mine. 
A very interesting history of 


North America was tho text-book used 
by my pupil, and in tho course of study- 
ing wo both found soruo exceedingly 
tantalizing questions in tho way. 
Who 


wore tho A/tecs and Tolteus, was finally 
the most definite of any of those queries, 
and for my own benefit I sot myself to 
find tho answer. 


A still larger question was: 
AVho 


were tho original inhabitants of North 
America, particularly in our own region? 
Those two questions were naturally sup- 
plemented by a third : 
Who were tho 


mound-builders, and when did they 
flourish in our own country t 
The 


course of reading somewhat industrious- 
ly followed also Tod me into the study of 
the antiquities, or rather the early his- 
tory, of a few of tho best-known na- 
tions, civilized and barbarous. 
It is 


wonderful to contemplate tho variety 
and completeness of works of enthusias- 
tic scholars upon each of those questions. 
To answer them as well as I could, both 
for himself and for myself, I rummaged 
through all the accessible libraries with- 
in my reach, finding in some instances 
some quite complete reviews of matters 
intimately concerning our quest. 


It is known that the A/tecs and Tol- 


tocs nourished in Central America and 
Mexico from a period about the time of 
the crusades to that of tho Spanish in- 
vasion of America. 
Roughly tho dates 


may be placed from 1100'A. D. to 
1COO. 


But these dates are only approximate. 
For some four hundred years, then, 
those two families, dwelling in tho re- 
gion designated, built houses, lived, 
warred, flourished and finally, at the 
end of their time, actually died out, 
leaving not a single representative bo- 
hind. 
No one knows their origin, and 


although they were fairly on their way 
to extinction when the Spaniards came 
hither, no one knows much of their final 
pondition. 


They are gone, yotthcy have left such 


monuments behind them as amuso us by 
their extent and architecture, as well as 
puzzle us by their decoration. For there 
is not now to my knowledge a man liv- 
ing who can decipher a word of their 
inscriptions or understand the meaning 
of any of tho strange, uncouth and yet 
attractive figures sculptured everywhere 
on wall and tower. 
This, too, right on 


our own continent, and among scholars 
eminent for learning. 


These people wore evidently cul- 


tured and skillful when they first dwelt 
here, for their monuments from the 
rudest to the most perfect do not show 
a difference of any consequence. The 
oldest of them are not much worse 
than the newest in point of defect, 
while the newest are not much better 
than tho oldest in regard to beauty and 
finish. They camo hither, therefore, a 
cultured and therefore a comparatively 
old nation. 
They were not savages, as 


the Indians wore, neither did they de- 
velop very rapidly in tho four or five 
hundred years they dwelt hero. 


I shall now consider tho query, Who 


were they? 


That they were Aztecs and Toltecs i.< 


now pretty well known, and as far as I 
remember is pretty generally admitted. 
That they came from some other clime 
is partly seen by the perfection of all 
their monuments. That they were one 
nation is probable, although two char- 
acteristics are visible, one of which is 
the lack of constructive skill in tho Az- 
tecs and tho possession of it in tho Tol- 
tecs. I will adduce several particulars 
to show what kind if a people they wore. 


They built houses upon mounds, two, 


three and more stories in hci°'ht, each 
story narrower than tho next lower, so 
as to leave a narrow lodge running 
around the edifice at tho base of each 
story. Tho upper story was considera- 
bly the narrowest. 


Those houses were evidently dwell- 


ings, for they are suitable for such pur- 
poses ; they are tolerably comfortable; 
they consist of narrow rooms, some 
opening into others; of causeways con- 
necting distant with nearer; of stairways 
easy of access and sulliciontly broad, 
and they are so constructed as to pro- 
tect their inmates, which might bo nu- 
merous, from storms and the glare 
of the sun. All over the outer walls are 
ornaments in stucco, or chisel-work, of 
tasteful and chaste design, showing the 
people to be both skillful in the use of 
tools and educated 
in an 
artistic 


sense. 


Kow it will be seen that in all these 


particulars those people differ much 
from the Indians, who have no solid, 
substantial dwellings, who have little 
skill in decoration, especially of their 
dwellings, and whose places of repose 
are rude and temporary. 


These particulars show the Aztecs, as 


they are called in general, to have been 
n, people of quiet, domestic habits, since 
their houses aru tolerably substantial 
and are beautified to tho extent of their 
skill, in this way showing their love for 
homo. The great .size ol those dwell- 
ings—for their sizo is much larger than 
modern habitations—-'show tho people 
Inhabiting them to have beon of a social 
and kindly nature and also of peaceable 
family habits, and show, too, that tho 
largo numbers of members of the same 
society occupying so largo a space were 
likely to bo members of one common 
household, perhaps children of one an- 
cestor, who might have boon a kind of 
patriarch, living with his numerous chil- 
dren and grandchildren—tho same way 
as tho most ancient of peoplo lived in 
remotest ages. 


But especially by tho features of this 


peoplo, us their forms are pictured upon 
numerous relics of tholr sculptured skill, 
la their character determined to bo tren- 


tlo and quiet, and their family resem- 
blance—most marked—to be strikingly 
sAown, 
All of them possess similar 


types 
of 
physiognomy—a retreating 


j forehead, a large, prominent nose, :i 


I languid habit, evinced by their position 


j in standing and sitting, strikingly in 
' contrast with the violent contortions of 
some other figures elsewhere, but chief- 
ly in their soft, well-rounded legs and 
arms and their full habit, as contrasted 
with the figures or such other creations 
as might be mentioned. 


All those particulars go to show this 


peoplo—whatever may have been their 
history—to be a very interesting nation 
and possessed of exceedingly attractive 
traits of character. 
Their literature, 


which has just now begun to bo studied 
with the ardor of a now science, is as 
yet entirely occult—more mysterious 
than tho literature of tho Egyptians, 
and, as yet, tantalizingly unattainable. 


We have at present no clew to its in- 


terpretation. 
But I hope that those re- 


marks of mine may attract some one 


• to make a search for the origin of this 


nation, when a comparison of its homo- 
language with what can by industrial 
search be found out in this country will 
open the lock. We only lack tho mas- 
ter key, just beyond our reach. 
What 


if some further search in another direc- 
tion may haply furnish it or load to its 
discovery? I refer to a comparison of 
such of tho manners and, customs of 
tho nation as are known with those of 
others. 


The arch is peculiar in their edifices. 


It is low anil pointed. 
Now such an 


arch is unusual. Bat one such edifice 
as theirs in this respect has been found 
—that on an ancient ruin in tho Isle of 
Arran, near Iceland, whore just such an 
arch is employed. What if these were 
Irish peoplo, who, in the midst of tho 
confusion of getting ready for the cru- 
sades, slipped away in a ship, were 
blown westward on tho wind, landed, as 
Columbus lanclod, on some one of tho 
islands oast of JMexico, pushed west- 
ward, found a home hero in Guatemala 
and so perpetuated their name during 
thu fow'centurios they dwelt here? 


Or, to consider their architecture in 


general, does it. not most resemble tho 
Moorish, with its stucco work, its quaint 
ornamentation of involved figures, its 
heavy, solid-looking aspect, its uniform 
and unvaried stylo? What if, when tho 
Moors were top hotly persecuted by the 
Spaniards during the furious wars of the 
middle ages, some one or two families 
ventured out in a ship, no one knew 
whither, and were drifted, as Colum- 
bus himself drifted, past the Canaries 
and straight out to sea, in despair of a 
home, yet looking for a fortunate island 
beyond the main? 


But suppose tliey wore Japanese. 


There is much to favor this suggestion, 
for about the period whon this enter- 
prise began here, or soon after it' not 
soon before, a tremendous revolution is 
said to have occurred in Japan, wherein 
one tribe or family at least departed, 
being hotly pressed, and settled on an 
adjacent 
island. 
Perhaps 
another 


crawled northward to tho straits of 
Alaska and so downward along the coast 
to Mexico. 


And their architecture much resem- 


bles tho Japanese, as any ono will soc 
who takes the trouble of looking. Their 
features are as much like Japanese as 
any—striking in their form, yet rather 
less animated. A comparison will show 
very little change, except in expression. 


Wore tho language they spoke well 


known, and were it even so well can- 
vassed as have been the Egyptian hiero- 
glyphics and tho Assyrian wodgo-shap- 
ed characters, some simularity of form 
or at least some resemblance of expres- 
sion might be traced in that. Even 
whether the letters—if they bo letters 
—are road up or down, sidowiso or 
backward is yet at this moment a mat- 
ter of conjecturo. Tho proof of all theo- 
ries of language lies rather in outside 
consideration than in inward evidence. 


There is, however, a principal idea 


or two within all their "varied sculp- 
tures. It is on tho one hand a certain 
luxuriance of decoration, which runs to 
highly-wrought scroll work—so it may 
be called—which consists in causing 
flambeau-like branches to spring from 
almost everything on the held of the 
representation and to cover quite a 
large proportion of the background of 
every bint relief. 
Another notion con- 


sists in long rows of squat or crowded 
figures, liko countenances and like hu- 
man forms, arranged 
in squares ail 


over a large space, in. checkers without 
much more than a single lino dividing 
each compartment from an. adjoining 
ono. 
It is those checks which are sup- 


posed to be words or signs of speech. 
It is as if ono should make a picture as 
quaint and as crowded as possible in 
every one of each square on a checker- 
board. 
The puzzle is not only whether 


to read these chocks up or down, right 
or left, but 
what they mean sepa- 


rately. 


I. am not certain that any language 


under tho sun has such means of ex- 
pression as those. 


Tho nations arc many which used 


hierogyphics, but in almost every case 
some clow can bo had to the meaning 
of them. 
Unfortunately, what means 


of interpretation, have been applied to 
other mysteries are of no use hero, so 
unique is everything. 
I have now, as fully as possible for mo 


to do, given my best answer to the lirst 
questions I proposed—who wore the 
Aztecs and Toltecs P And have replied 
that by conjecture and by inference, ac- 
cording to the best rules of criticism I 
can summon to my aid, they are a race 
coming hither from some other shore 
whon mast nations of tho east wero ab- 
sorbed in the affairs of tho crusade; 
that their stay in this land was quite 
brief; that they slowly wasted away; 
that they wero peaceable, quiet in their, 
domestic habits, skilful in architecture, 
refined and cultured; that they wero 
numerous and widely spread in space 
as regards the locality of them; -that 
they resemble some other nations ..now 
known in the works of their hands ;!that 
they may have been Japanese, but 'that 
their hforoglyphics are unique 
and 


strange. 


These conclusions must rest on such 


pi-emises as have been stated till other 
and better theories are found. 
It is 


possible that in the research now going 
on some sharp, clear-headed student 
may accidentally stumble upon a clew 
to it all—that he may find n path that 
leads to the clearest knowledge of them. 
A comet would not bo so welcome as 
such a discovery. Possibly they are our 
own people, disguised, or a tribe of a 
heretofore unknown race, or soino lost 
colony of the famous Phouicians, or a 
relic of an ancient Welsh colony, whose 
language, when wo discover it, niiiy fit 
well into our own vocabulary. Or they 
may be Northmen, nhowing a culture 
superior to what we believe Northmen 
to possess, but somehow carried on in 
some, unknown way. 
Whatever their 


origin, there are their records and mon- 
uments, challenging the 'enlightened 
generations to decipher them. 


As to tho two other questions I pro- 


posed in tho beginning of this article, they 
are already half answered. Fcr since 
either this peoplo or the Indian wa^ first 
here, and tho Aztecs camo vo'jy recent- 


ly, it must follow that IndUt-n precedes 
the Aztec. But of this prolific matter, 
as well as of tho mound-builders, any 
intelligent inquirer must soon be abio vo 
satisfy himself, should tho progress 
o-JE 


study and investigation be in the same 
ratio as it gives pVesent promise of as- 
suming. It is only a brief period now 
to tho certainty being well proved that 
Aztec and mound-builder are one and 
the same. It is as sure to be seen pret- 
ty soon also that the Indian is tho true 
aborigine of this as well as almost every 
other country.—Jlcnry Clark.

Penrl Fishing in l.ho Indian Ocean. 
When cholera and its attendant quar- 


antine forced us to abandon the trip to 
Bagdad, we lost a chance of seeing 
the pearl fisheries of tho Persian Gulf. 
Hero again in Ceylon we wero fr.ted to 
miss the same coveted sight. Tha loca- 
tion of the pearl banks is tho Bay of 
Conclatchy, less than a hundred and 
Jlfty miles north of Colombo. Despite 
the magnitude of this interest, which is 
a State monopoly, no town of any ex- 
tent marks 
tho 
favored 
vicinity, 


and 
tho surrounding 
landscape is 


parched. Hat, and inhospitable. 
\ret 


when 
it 
is announced, after 
an 


ofiicial inspection, that fishing will bo 
permitted during certain months,usnally 
in the spring, tho lifeless place becomes 
all animation. 
A great lleot of boats 


gather from the neighboring coasts, 
and a multitude of natives como from 
tho interior. 


At a given signal, that all may fare 


equally well, the exciting worlc begins. 
Hundreds of divers, ready with their 
sinking statics, ropes, and baskets, in- 
stantly plungo into tiro sea. In a mo- 
ment they reappear, breathless from the 
long immersion, with their baskets full 
of tho peculiar mollusks which bear the 
precious gems. Then another set de- 
scend into tho depths, each craft having 
several, and so on till the boats are 
laden. The divers are sometimes at- 
tacked by sharks and obliged to 1130 
their knives in defense. 


When tho oysters are landed a di- 


vision is made. Tho boatmen receive 
either a third or a fourth as their share 
(I am in doubt which), while tho Gov- 
ernment generously takes tho remain- 
dor. 
Those bolonging to the colony 


are at once disposed of at auction, in 
lots of a thousand. 
. The result of those 


sales is, of course, an assured revenue. 
But such is not the position of tho 
buyer. His purchase is distinctly a 
speculation. There is no certainty that 
it will yield in pearls enough to exceed 
the amount of his outlay. 
Ho could bid 


for unclaimed express packages with 
equal hope of profit. A hundred oysters 
may not contain a solitary pearl, and 
yet two or three might be 'found in ono 
shell. 


Tho mollusks are allowed to putrify 


in the burning sun, and are then care- 
fully washed, to extract tho dainty jew- 
els from the foul dross. 
During this 


odorous process tho owner must bo over 
vigilant, or his workmen will relievo 
him of the choicest treasures. In truth, 
pearl fishing, like mining for diamonds 
and gold, is for all concerned a precari- 
ous occupation.—{Singapore.

Babies in Midsummer. 


It is a pretty big job to pilot a baby 


through a summer's 
campaign. 
A 


prominent Cincinnati physician, being 
interviewed tho other day, expressed 
tho opinion that a baby should never 
bo given milk save from tho breast of 
its mother, or, if that bo impossible, 
from tho breast of a foster-mother. Ho 
stated that so many of tho dairy cows 
nowadays arc consumptive or other- 
wise diseased that, in tho first place, 
their milk, oven if unadulterated, is 
poisonous. 
Again, he said t.'jat the 


cow's milk is jostled for hours in hot 
weather before it is delivered to con- 
sumers, and thus it is literally churned. 
Thus it is eminently unfit for the use 
of infants. 
The 
conduct of mothers 


who . nurse their children 
from 
tho 


breast was also referred to. Frequently 
it is the case that mothers become over- 
heated and wrought up over the wash- 
tub and other household duties, and 
their milk is then unfit for a child to 
drink. A baby's stomach is irritable 
and tender. It is overloaded with milk 
and it becomes a source 01 pain, just as 
a cinder does when it flies into a per- 
son's, eye, . Komovc tho cinder and re- 
lief follows. 
The baby throws up the 


milk ami tliB pain-ceases, unless it bo 
hot weather, when it goes off through 
tho bowels and sickness results. 
So it 


•is with solid food, only in a more pro- 
nounced degree. Therefore solid food 
should not be given an infant until it 
is able to masticate its food. 
Espe- 


cially starch food, such a.s potatoes, 
etc., should be avoided. One great mis- 
take mothers make is to suckle their 
children everytimo they cry. 
That is 


not right. They ought not to givo them 
the breast ofteuer than once in two 
hours at first, and this interval ought to 
bo lengthened to three hours after 
awhile. During tho right they should 
not suckle them moro frequently than 
once. The pvoper thing to dp is to give 
them a drink o£ water. Tho little things 
are oftener thirsty than hungry. 
Tho 


doctor said that ice should bo given the 
little ones in abundance while they are 
toothing. It relieves and cools the hot, 
inllamed gums, and the baby does not 
swallow enough ice-water to hurt it, 
because it wastes tho greater part of it. 
Tim use of flannels on babies all through 
the oiimmor was animadverted upon se- 
verely. The doctor declared that chil- 
dren should bo clad to suit tho weather. 
J.n very warm weather tho infants ought 
to be allowed about ono garmet, and 
that a pretty light one.—Ginciniuai En- 
quirer. 


A Poisoned Tlircail. 


A dressmaker admitted into the Leeds 


Dispensary was found to have a dis- 
tinct blue line on her gums, with sim- 
ultaneous symptoms, such as a furred 
tongue, inliamation of the lips, and 
general debility—all signs pointing to 
probability oE poisoning by lead. 
The 


doctor in attendance on her for somo 
time-failed to discover the source, and 
was beginning to think the blue line had 
been caused in some other way, whon 
he accidental!}' learned from a mer- 
chant that silken thread, being sold by 
weight, and not by length, is sometimes 
adulterated with sugar of load. IIo then 
questioned tho patient, and she in- 
formed him that it had been a common 
practice with her, when at work, to 
hold silk, as well as other kinds of 
thread, in hnr mouth, and that she had 
done this tho more readily with silk, 
inasmuch as it often had a sweet taste. 
This characteristic is a sure indication 
of the presence of lead, and all thread 
possessing it should cither bo rejected 
or used with caution. It will bo found 
that the silk thread of the best makers 
is tasteless, whereas 
some 
inferior 


threads are sweet.—Household 
Worda

SEALS. 


Ho\v The}- lioffiit J.ii'c. 


Of the tlifforoiit sorts of North Atlan- 


tic seals nil but two nro migratory—that 
is to say, tlio whole body of tlioui move 
from north to south each auturmi, and 
back from south to north each spring. 
Tho anEUftl southward journey of tho 
restless harp son! furnishes a vivid pict- 
ure of these great migrations M'hich aro 
so prominent a feature of polar history. 
Keeping just ahead of tlio "making " ot' 
tho ico, or final freezing up of tho fiords 
and bays, at tho approach of winter they 
leave Greenland and begin their passage | 
southward along tho uoast of Labrador, 
freely-entering all tho gulfs and bays. | 
They appi'ar lirst in small detachments i 
of half a dozen to a score or moro of 
individuals ; these aro soon followed by 
larger companies, until iu a few days 
they form ouo continuous procession, 
filling the sea as far as the eyo can 
reach. Floating with the Arctic current, 
their progress is extremely rapid, and iu 
but one sliort week the whole multitude 
lias passed. 
Arriving at tho Straits of 


Bolleislo, some enter the guif, but tho 
greater body move onward along tho 
eastern portion of NuwfdniHlluiicl, and 
thence outward to the Grand Banks, 
where they arrive about Christmas. 
Hero they rest for a month, and then 
they turn northward, .slowly struggling 
against the strong current that aided 
them so much in their southward jour- 
ney, uutil they reach the groat ieo Holds 
stretching from the Labrador shoro far 
eastward—a broad continent of ice. 


During tho first half of March, on 


these great floating iieldsof ice, aro born 
thousands of bnby seals—only one in each 
family, to be suro, .but with plenty of 
playfellows closo by—all iu soft woolly 
dross, white, or whito with a beautiful 
golden luster. The Newfoundlanders 
call thorn " white-coats." In a few 
weeks, however, tiiey loao this soft COT- 
ering, and a gray, coarao fur takos its 
place. In this uniform they bear the 
uaruo of "ragged-jackets," and it is not 
until two or three years later that the 
full colors of the adult are gained, with 
the black crcscentic or harp-liko marks 
ou the back which give them tho name 
of " harps." 


The squealing and barking at ouo of 


these immense nurseries can be heard 
for a very long distance. When the 
babies are very young, the mothers leave 
thorn on tho ico and go oil -in search of 
food, coming back frequently to look 
after tlio little onos ; and although there 
are thousands of the small, white, uquoal- 
ing creatures, which to you and mo 
would seem to bo precisely alike, and all 
aro moving about more or less, the 
mother never makes a miitake nor feeds 
any bleating baby until sho has found 
her own. If ice happens to pack around 
them, so that they can not open holes, 
nor get into the water, the whole army 
will laboriously travel by floundering 
leaps to the edge of the iickl; and they 
show an astonishing sagacity in discern- 
ing tho proper direction. It is supposed 
they can smell tho water at a long dis- 
tance. 


Sometimes great storms como, break- 


ing the ice-floes in pieces and jamming 
tho fragments against one another, or 
upon rocky headlands, with tremendous 
force. Beside the full-grown soals that 
perish iu such gales, thousands of tho 
weak babies aro crushed to death or 
drowned, notwithstanding the dauntless 
courage of their mothers in trying to 
get their young out of danger and upon 
tho firm ice. And it is touching to 
watch a mother-seal struggling to get 
her baby to a safo place, "either by 
trying to swirn with it between her fore- 
flippers, or by driving it before her and 
tossing it forward with her noso." The 
destruction caused by such gales is far 
less when they happen after the young- 
sters have learned to swim. 


Doos it surprise you that seals, •which 


aro constantly in tlio water, have to learn 
to swim? Well, it might stagger tho 
seals to bo told that men. have to bo 
taught to walk. Tho fact is, a baby seal 
is afraid of the water; and if sorno acci- 
dent, or his mother's shoulder, pushes 
him into tho surf when he is ton or a 
dozen days old ho screams with fright 
and scrambles out as fast as ho can. The 
next day he tries it again, but finds him- 
self very awkward and soon tired ; tho 
third day ho docs better, and before 
long he can dive and leap, turn somer- 
sets (if ho is a bearded seal), and vanish 
under tho ice, literally "like a blue 
streak," the instant danger threatens. 
But ho had to learn how to begin with 
liko any other animal.—Ernest Inger- 
noll, in Si, Nicholas.

culture." 


— A piece of rye near a poultry-house 


is very useful during the fall and spring, 
and sometimes in the winter, as a hen 
pasture. The sowing of grain in their 
yards is also an excellent plan. What 
i.s scratched out will bo eaten up clean, 
and plenty of scratching and green food 
are what they need. — N. Y. Examiner. 


— Shaping young trees may be easily 


effected if taken in time, by summer 
pruning and pinching. A needless or 
misplaced shoot, which might become 
a conspicuous distortion if left to grow, 
is rubbed off with the thumb when an 
inch or two long. 
Branches which are 


running out too long are stopped by 
pinching off the ends. 
By these means 


a handsome and symmetrical head is 
easily given to a young tree, if taken in 
time. — Kx. 


—A correspondent says his fowls have 


white scales on their legs, and asks what 
will euro it. The ciescaso is known as 
scaly leg or clepliatiti.s.and is occasioned 
by damp fowl houses or exposure. 
It 


is caused by a minute parasite which bur- 
rows under tbe scales of tho fowl's logs. 
The best way of removing them is to 
grease the legs with a mixture of sul- 
phur and lard several times. Some use 
kerosene, but this is liable to make their 
legs sore. — C/tictigo Tribune. 


— Only the finest roe shad should be 


used in frying. After cleaning, washing 
and wiping, split is and cut each side 
into four or five pieces. Sprinkle on 
salt, allowing a largo teaspoonful to each 
ono; 
pepper lightly ; roll in Hour and 


fry in lard or swoot dripping, seeing 
that it is at boiling point before tho fish 
is put in. Fiy to a bright brown, which 
will require not less than ton minutes; 
drain well and servo hot on a hot plat- 
ter, garnishing with slicad lemon and 
parsley. — Tlio Household. 


— A pretty wall-pocket or sort of 


hanging-basket is made of a common 
fan, not a so-called Jananoso fan, but 
ono that spreads. 
Take out the wire 


that holds the sticks together at the 
handle, then spread the fan and fasten 
the two outer sticks together, then wind 
a piece of wire around the sticks at the 
bottom, tie a ribbon over this, and make 
a bow with short ends. Tho handle by 
which the pocket is to hang is of rib- 
bon, 
all of the same width and color 


as tho other, and is fastened at each 
side of the pocket with asmalbow. — 
N. Y. Post.

The English have a saying : "A riding 


horse is not worth its corn if it can not 
walk well." We condense some excel- 
lent "walking" talk from an English 
contemporary : 


Tho walk is one of the principal paces 


of a town hack, one of tho greatest lux- 
uries of a hard-worked man, bo ho law- 
yer, 
doctor, artist, judge, politician, or 


city financier. A horse may be a very 
good hunter, yet a bad walker, but then 
ho is fit only for tho stable of a rich 
man. 
A hunter that cau walk safely 


and fast home is a luxurious treasure. 


Tho walk is the pace that may be 


vastly improved without the rider hav- 
ing any of the natural and acquired 
talents of the professional horse-breaker. 
But he must have patience. "To make 
a hack walk well," says the author of 
"The Book of the Hor.;e," "there is 
nothing more stupid than ill-temper, 
the use of the whip, and the abuse of 
spurs." 


A hack, to make a first-class walker, 


must have the courageous temperament 
that never shies, when once settled down 
from early morn freshness, and also the 
natural form and action that make him 
carry his head in the right place and 
step out of the ground. 


Four miles an hour at a stretch, done 


in harmonious cadence at tho first ask- 
ing, 
without stumbling, dropping, shuf- 


fling, or breaking, is very good work. 
To do five miles an hoar in good form 
is a very rare performance. 


We are told that there arc some 


horses that cau walk six miles an hour 
with a light load, but have never seen 
anything like this. We were once rid- 
ing a nearly thoroughbred horse, over 
sixteen hands high, with tho wild stag- 
hounds, and left off nine miles from the 
horse's stable. lie did the distance, and. 
brought us back in time to dross for- 
dinner, in an hour and twenty minutes. 
That is about five miles and one-third 
in an hour. 


To improve the walk the first step is to 


sit down on the horse and ride at a sharp 
pace until ho is settled, without fatiguing 
him. 
Then, if he is j'oung, bo content 


with tho slowest pace of walking, us 
long as he docs not break and jog. At 
every break he must be stopped firmly, 
colle'cted, and made to begin again. 
This is the best practice in returning 
home to your hack's stable and corn. 
Of course, it is of no use to waste timo 
over an aged hack whose habits are 
fixed, or ahorse foaled to stumble all 
his life. 


The young one must be firmly and 


tenderly held, so that he will be com- 
pelled to move each leg alternately and 
evenly. By a judicious, smooth, firm, 
and even grasp of the reins, the curb- 
reins held very lightly, the horse's head 
will be drawn into the right place (pro- 
vided always that it be properly put on 
his neck), and thus induce him to bring 
his hind-legs under him in regular time, 
in support of his fore-legs. 
While the 


reins restrain him, the spurs, gently 
used, urge him. and the corn invites him 
to step out his best. 
By these moans, 


patiently practiced day after day, a 
really clever hack will get into the habit 
of walking at his best pace as soon, as 
the rkler mounts and indicates by the 
pressure of his legs that such is his 
pleasure. 


Young 
horses . and thoroughbreds 


drafted from the turf into hack or hun- 
ter stables should be often ridden across 
the deep furrows of plowed clay fields, 
both at the walk and .trot. 
Biding 


across turnips set on the. ridge will im- 
prove tho action of four-year-olds both 
at the walk and trot, if their fore-limb- 
'are so made as to be capable of high. 
true action. Finally, with time and pa- 
tience, most young horses' style and 
pace in walking can bogreatly improved.

Trucey JIartram. 


The story of Tracey Bartram upou 


whioh the drama of tho States Attorney, 
will bo produced hero Tuesday night 
was founded, is known to almost all the 
earlier settlers ot 
Pennsylvania and 


caused quite an outcry against the Soci- 
ety ot Friends, at that period 1850. 


Daniel Bartram was a prosperous farm- 


er living in tho northern portion of tho 
the State at the time mentioned; being a 
man of thrift and industry, had amassed 
quite a fortune. It was a speculation 
among the neighbors aa to who would bo 
the lucky heir to his daughter's hand, 
Tacey. a beautiful Quakeress ot eight- 
een. There were a number of young 
Quaker farmers who aspired to tho honor, 
but from all accounts none seemed to 
impress the young girl favorably. 
At 


last it was whispered that Squire Kouso, 
the postmaster, who by tho way, was Re- 
garded as auoraclo by the simple people, 
had discovered the lucky suitor, but 
nothing was said that might roach the 
ears of Daniel Bartram. 


Near this Quaker's farm lived a widow 


lady, Mrs. Gray, known as the "widde," 
with her sou Bheuben, a good natured 
young man, possessing a marvelous voice 
tor singing, yet withall, modest and un- 
assuming. It appears ihat he had won 
the affections of the pretty Quakeress, 
but knowing that he would be denied ad- 
mittance as u suitor, held secret inter- 
views witli tho object of his affection. 
These meetings were observed by the 
Squire, who from a puro malicious na- 
ture, exaggerated their import, and ap- 
prised the Quaker after tho day on which 
their interims was discovered by tho 
Squire. Tacey Bartram was not seen un- 
til brought from her home, a corpse. 
The young man became demented and 
in his frenzy sprang upon the Squire, 
andhackad him to pieces with a pruning 
knife. The Squiro did not survive his 
wounds, and Bheuben a few years later 
died in an asylum. Connected with these 
circumstances and instrumental iu forc- 
ing tho Quaker to leave the county, End 
denouncing the informer, was Joel, a 
blacksmith, aud his attorney, a peculiar 
personage, who afterwards became the 
States Attorney. Upon this incident the 
author founded the play, departing from 
the record to allow for dramatic effect.
